Dr.  R.  Robtoson.  Waynflete  Professor  at  Ox- 
ford University,  has  been  discussing  the  chemical 
and  structural  analogies  between  coloring  mat- 
ters found  In  Nature  and  tt»  artificial  pigments 
made  In  the  laboratory.  What  he  seeks  to  aaeer- 
tato  Is  "why  are  aome  flowers  blue,  and  others 
contalntog  the  sama  pigment,  red?"  It  appears 
that  the  ready  avallaMllty  of  artlftetal  coloring 
matter.s,  suitable  for  every  kind  of  tinctorial  pur- 
poee,  from  boot  polish  to  finger  nails.  Is  a  com- 
paratively reeent  development.  In  the  old  days 
there  were  the  ancient  Tyrlan  purple,  the  purple 
of  kings  and  the  red  cosmetic  pigments  of  the 
natives  of  the  Orlnoeo.  The  latter  were  so  rare 
that  they  formed  a  basis  of  exchange  Nowadays 
dyes  of  all  shades  may  be  used.  There  Is  "free- 
dom of  the  hnee." 

Dr  Robinson  says  that  In  the  chemistry  of 
the  red.  blue  and  violet  coloring  matters  of 
flowers  and  bloaaoms  the  central  feattire  of  these 
pigments  Is  tbalr  relation  to  the  group  of  sub- 
stances known  as  "anthocyantns, "  which  form 
salts  with  both  acid<i  and  bases.  Thus,  he  p(^ts 
oat,  "the  violet  pigment  cyanto,  whleh  can  be 
Isaiatad  from  blue  cornflowers,  red  roees.  and 
deep  red  dahlias,  forms  a  blue  .<«odium  salt  and 
a  red  hydrochlorlda.

I  am  not  an  artist  and  my  sketches 
ere  enfift.  anS  I  wooH  like  to  col- 
laborate with  aoaaeooe  who  can 
wield  a  brush,  with  the  object  of 
painting  a  picture  of  the  creature 
while*  the  detaUa  ara  fraah  la  aiy 
mind. 

Mv  estimates  of  the  creature  are 
approximately  as  frllow.s  The  body 
wa.s  four  feet  out  of  the  water  and 
about  twenty  feet  long  and  eight  to 
ten  feet  In  dUmet;'r  at  the  water 
line.

The 
creature  aecmed  to  be  covered  with 
a  shiny  akin. 

In  my  opinion,  it  Is  not  a  eooger 
ell  or  a  sea  serpent,  but  a  giant
